REMARKS 

Prior to amendment, Claims 1-69 were present in the application and stand subject to a 
restriction requirement. By the foregoing amendments, Claims 65-69 have been canceled, and 
Claims 1, 6, 18, 22 and 37 have been amended. 
Response to Restriction Requirement 

In response to the Examiner's restriction requirement, applicants hereby elect the claims 
of the Examiner's Group I, Claims 1-51 (as amended - Claim 65 has been canceled) for initial 
examination in the application, subject to the right of rejoinder of method claims pursuant to the 
provisions of M.P.E.P. § 821.04. 

The Examiner has further required that applicants elect a single compound for initial 
search and examination purposes. Applicants hereby elect the compound l-{3-[(6-amino-5- 
nitropyridin-2-yl)amino]propyl} -4-(2,4-dichlorophenyl)-N-[( 1 S)-2-hydroxy- 1 -methylethyl]- 1 H- 
pyrrole-3-carboxamide, as disclosed in Example 7 and original Claims 64 and 69. This is the 
compound of Formula 1 having the following substituents:
